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Introductory Note. This second issue of News from the Center de- 
scribes briefly some of the Western European archives: the Public 
Record Office and the Royal Historical Manuscript Commission in London; 
the National Archives and the archives of the Ministries of Foreign 
Affairs, Army, and Navy, in Paris; the Vatican Archives and the State 
Archives in Rome; the State Archives in Vienna; the Bavarian State Ar- 
chives in Munich; and the Federal Archives in Bonn. It outlines their 
organization, facilities, policies of access, and gives additional in- 
formation that may be of interest to American scholars. 

Regulations concerning access to archival material and permission 
to microfilm collections in their entirety are not uniform throughout 
Europe and differ from such regulations in the United States, where 
qualified scholars have access to official U. S. documents after a lapse 
of 25-30 years, and a great number of important collections, such as the 
Presidential papers and the State Department's diplomatic documents, are 
widely available on microfilm. Most archives in Western Europe, with 
the exception of the Federal Archives in Koblenz and the Foreign Minis- 
try archives in Bonn, have at least a 40- and in many cases a 50-year 
restriction on use. (As of January 1, 1968, the Public Record Office 
will have a 30-year restriction. ) 

The International Council on Archives is, naturally enough, con- 
cerned with problems of access and microfilming and discussed this mat- 
ter thoroughly at the May 1966 meeting of the Extraordinary Congress in 
Washington, D. C. The Microfilm Committee of the ICA is studying the 
most economical and efficient methods for the publication of archival 
sources, with particular attention to the potentiality of microfilm. 

At the present time, the Center for the Coordination of Foreign 
Manuscript Copying in the Library of Congress is proposing, for the con- 
sideration of a number of American university libraries, cooperative 
projects to microfilm 19th-century Austrian and German material from the 
archives in Vienna, Munich, and Frankfurt and certain medieval collec- 
tions in Paris. Scholars interested in these projects or similar ones 
should send their views or proposals to the center. 

Cooperation with the center is also invited in regard to any recent, 
current, or future microfilm projects relating to foreign manuscript 
collections--whether undertaken by individuals or institutions. Estab- 
lished for the benefit of American scholars, the center can function as 
a national clearing house of information on copies of foreign manuscript 
collections in this country only to the extent that the scholarly comm- 
nity responds to it. In its next issue (Spring 1968), News from the 
Center will list microfilm projects by area of interest. Information to 
be included in this list should reach the center no later than January 31, 
1968.

The Public Reccrd Office. Founded by Act of Parliament in 1838, 
the Public Record Office (P. R. 0.) in London is charged with the custo- 
dy of the records of the central Government and courts of law of the 
United Kingdom (except those wholly or mainly concerned with Scotland 
and Northern Ireland), which previously had been dispersed in more than 
60 repositories. Headed first by the master of the rolls and since 1958 
by a keeper of public records, this institution has exercised a powerful 
influence throughout the field of archival management and record publi- 
cation. 

The P. R. O. is organized in two main divisions: (1) Records Ser- 
vices and Publications and (2) Records Administration. The first is 
sub-divided into the Repository and Technical Services Section, Search 
Section, Editorial and Publications Section, and Modern Records Section; 
the second is responsible for supervising and coordinating the arrange- 
ments for the selection and transfer to the P. R. 0. of records selected 
for preservation. 

The papers preserved in the P. R. 0. may, for convenience, be di- 
vided into three categories: records of the great medieval departments 
of the Chancery and the Exchequer from the Norman Conquest on; State 
papers from the reign of Henry VIII and the records of modern Government 
departments; and records of the Central Courts of Justice from the medi- 
eval period to the present day. 

The papers are arranged in "groups" according to their departments 
of origin (e.g., Exchequer, Foreign Office), and each group is divided 
into "classes" (e.g., Foreign Office, General Correspondence, Political), 
which are assigned a number. Within each class the documents are ar- 
ranged--usually on a chronological, topographical, or alphabetical 
basis--in serially numbered units or "pieces" which may be files, rolls, 
volumes, bundles, or boxes. 

Among the aids for retrieval of material and information are calen- 
dars, lists of various kinds, transcripts, indexes, and catalogues. The 
published Guide to the Contents of the Public Record Office (Her Majes- 
ty's Stationery Office 1963) provides a summary of the several record 
groups and classes available for study. All the P. R. 0.'s publications 
are listed in the Sectional List No. 24--Record Publications of the H. M. 
S. O. Many lists are not published and are only available in typescript 
in the reading rooms of the P. R. O. 

Records up to the end of 1922 are currently open to inspection. On 
January 1, 1968, as mentioned above, the statutory period governing ac- 
cess to records will be reduced to 30 years after the date of issue.

The Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts. The Royal Commis- 
sion on Historical Manuscripts (also known as the Historical Manuscripts 
Commission) was established in 1869 to locate and report on private man- 
uscript collections in the United Kingdom; since then, the commission 
has issued more than 200 printed volumes of reports with indexes of 
Places and persons. The reports are of two kinds: the Commissioners’

Reports to the Crown and the Inspectors’ Reports to the Commissioners}; 
the former describe the business transacted by the commission during the 
period under review and contain summary descriptions of the collections 
of manuscripts reported by the Inspectors, and the latter are reports on 
individual collections of manuscripts. The scope and detail of these 
reports vary widely, from a few printed lines to a mltivolumed calendar, 
according to the accessibility and range of interest of the collection. 
In general, these reports deal with manuscript collections before 1830 
and exclude estate records and documents of title. The commission main- 
tains three registers: The National Register of Archives and the Mano- 
rial and Tithe Documents Registers. The National Register of Archives 
was established in 1945, and up to now more than 11,000 typed reports on 
privately owned collections have been issued. These reports and the 
complementary indexes to places, persons, and subjects differ from the 
printed calendars of the commission insofar as they are lists (only 
rarely calendars) and include records of all kinds, without restriction 
of date, designed to guide the student to the original documents by 
showing him what material is to be found where. The commission's occa- 
sional Bulletin gives more extended accounts of manuscript collections 
of particular importance. The reports are periodically summarized in 
an appendix to the commission's Reports to the Crown; material newly 
arrived in record repositories is summarized in the annual List of Ac- 
cessions to Repositories. The Manorial and Tithe Documents “Registers 
record the whereabouts of manorial documents and of all tithe documents 
transferred by the order of the master of the rolls.

The Archives of France. In the Archives of France, under the au- 
thority of the Minister of State for Cultural Affairs, are grouped the 
national and departmental archives of France and of its overseas terri- 
tories and such other archival material as has been added to them through 
past centuries. The archives are administered by the Director General 
of the Archives of France, who exercises his authority with the aid of 
three inspector generals and the central administrative offices of Per- 
sonnel, of the Budget and Accounts, and of Technical Services. 

The Director General of the Archives of France is at the same time 
Director of the National Archives and in that capacity is aided by the 
Inspector General, who acts as his deputy. The National Archives are 
divided into (1) the "Section Ancienne" which deals with material up to 
1789; (2) the "Section Moderne," responsible for material dating from 
1789 to 1939; (3) the "Section Contemporaine," charged with filing and 
preparing inventories of recent ministerial records--from World War II 
to date; (4) the "Section Outre-Mer," responsible for colonial records 
(most of which are located at 27 rue Oudinot, 75 Paris VII®&); (5) the de- 
partment of scientific, cultural, and technical activities, responsible 
for the notarial records of Paris and the Seine, the map collection, 
private and economic archives, the toponymic service, printed archives, 
the Museum of French History, the educational service, the library, and 
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the collection of microfilms; (6) the reference and documentation ser- 
vice (Bureau des Renseignements et de la Recherche historique), respon- 
sible for the public reading room and the catalogs, the reception, 
orientation, and guidance of scholars, and the handling of requests from 
other governmental bodies; (7) the service charged with the training 
center for archivists and with international relations (Stage technique 
international d'Archives), which gives postgraduate courses to French 
and foreign archivists and receives foreign visitors seeking information 
on the organization of French archival services; and (8) the Secretariat, 
responsible not only for the daily functioning of the National Archives, 
but also for the maintenance of equipment, buildings, and grounds, for 
security matters, for the restoration of documents and bindings, and for 
public and press relations. 

The National Archives possesses an important annex at Aix-en- 
Provence: the repository of archives from French overseas territories 
(Annexe des Archives Nationales, Dép6t des Archives d'Outre-Mer, 13 Aix- 
en-Provence). Inaugurated a year ago, this center houses those archives 
from the various French possessions throughout the world which were re- 
tained by France when some of these territories became independent. Do- 
cuments considered to be essential to the functioning of the new 
governments were left at their disposition, but a vast amount of mate- 
rial was repatriated and is being released for scholarly consultation as 
rapidly as it can be prepared. 

With the exception of material under the archive's 50-year restric- 
tion, the collections may be consulted upon request. Written inquiries 
may be addressed to Monsieur le Directeur Général des Archives de France, 
60 rue des Francs-Bourgeois, 75 Paris III®. Foreign scholars are ex- 
pected to present credentials from their embassy or a letter of intro- 
duction from a well-known French authority. 


The French Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the French Army and Navy 
have their own historical services and have retained control of their 
archives. General policies are coordinated with those of the Archives 
of France by the directors and also in meetings of the Advisory Commit- 
tee for Archives (la Commission supérieure des Archives). 

Foreign Affairs Records. The repository of “les archives diploma- 
tiques," as they are now called, is situated in a wing of the ministry 
itself. Material is organized according to countries and subdivided in- 
to series of "Correspondance politique" and "Mémoires et Documents," 
which may be consulted up to 31 December 1896. Inquiries and requests 
for authorization to use the archives may be addressed to Monsieur le 
Ministre Plénipotentiaire, Directeur des Archives Diplomatiques, Minis- 
tére des Affaires Etrangéres, 75 Paris VII®. 

Armed Forces Archives; Army Records. The Army's historical service 
and the main part of its voluminous archives are housed at the Chateau 
de Vincennes in the town of Vincennes. Material up to 1920, with cer- 
tain exceptions, may be consulted by persons authorized to do so. Other 
repositories of major importance to historians are those of the Army 
Engineers’ Corps at 39 rue de Bellechasse (75 Paris VII®) and at the 
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Chateau de Vincennes; of the Technical Committee for Artillery at the 
Laboratoire central de 1'Armement, Fort de Montrouge (94 Arcueil); and 
of the museum of the Hépital du Val-de-Grace (277 bis rue Saint-Jacques, 
75 Paris V©). Written inquiries and requests for authorization may be 
addressed to Monsieur le Général, Chef du Service historique de 1'Armée, 
Chateau de Vincennes, 94 Vincennes. 

Armed Forces Archives; Naval Records. The Naval Historical Service 
administers all naval records, wherever located. Central ministerial 
archives of the Navy from the mid-17th century to 1870 are on deposit at 
the National Archives; after that date they are housed in Historical 
Service quarters on Navy premises. The main port installations (Toulon, 
Rochefort, Lorient, Brest, Cherbourg) also have important archival re- 
positories. Material prior to 1920, except for officers' personnel 
records, may be consulted with the permission of the head of the Histor- 
ical Service. Written inquiries and requests for authorization may be 
addressed to Monsieur le Capitaine de Vaisseau, Chef du Service his- 
torique de la Marine, 3 Avenue Octave-Gréard, 75 Paris VII®. 





The Austrian State Archives were organized in May 1945, at the end 
of World War II, and placed under the jurisdiction of the Federal Chan- 
cellery in accordance with a law of July 20, 1945. The various archives 
--imperial, administrative, ministerial, and military--some of which go 
back to the 16th century, were thus brought together under a centralized 
administration for the first time. (A tentative step in this direction 
was made by the German administration during the war, when the archives 
in Vienna were reorganized under a Reichsarchiv. ) 

Under the State Archives there are now the following subdivisions: 
the Imperial and State Archives (Haus-, Hof-, und Staatsarchiv); the 
Administrative Archives (Allgemeines Verwaltungsarchiv); the Finance and 
Court Chancery Archives (Finanz-, und Hofkammerarchiv); the War Archives 
(Kriegsarchiv); and the Transportation Archives (Verkehrsarchiv). 

The archival collections had been dispersed during the war to the 
provinces (some as far away as Bohemia and Moravia) and within Vienna, 
and some of the material was lost; most of it, however, was brought to- 
gether in Vienna after the war. Since then, the old collections have 
been put in order and new collections added. Among the latter are let- 
ters of Empresses Maria Theresa and Marie-Louise, material from the per- 
sonal papers of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, Karl Renner, and Julius 
Goemboes, and the archives of the Order of the Golden Fleece. 

An inventory in five volumes (Gesamtinventar des Wiener Haus-, 

Hof-, und Staatsarchivs) was published between 1936 and 1940. This gen- 
eral catalog and descriptive work, together with individual volumes on 
the Court Chancery Archives (Inventar des Wiener Hofkammerarchivs, 1951), 
the War Archives (Inventar des Kriegsarchivs, 1953), and the Transporta- 
tion Archives (Inventar des ~ Verkehrsarchivs, 1959) provide the scholar 
with excellent guides to the very rich and manifold collections in the 
State Archives. 

Access to the archives is unrestricted for material up to January l, 
1926. A regulation of October 11, 1966,concerning access, has been pub-

lished in the Mitteilungen des oesterreichischen Staatsarchivs, vol. 19, 
1966, pp. 607-608.

The Archives of the Federal Republic of Germany were established in 
March 1950 under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of the Interior. These 
archives are the repositories of materials from the Federal ministries 
and other governmental organizations (except the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, which keeps its own archives in Bonn) and are charged with the 
safeguarding of the collections of the former Reichsarchiv, the various 
former ministries, the armed forces archives, and archives of the zonal 
and bi-zonal administrations, as well as the confiscated and restituted 
collections which were dispersed during and after World War II. 

The Federal Archives is divided into three departments in addition 
to the military archives and two archival depositories--one at Frankfurt 
and one at Kornelimuenster. The collections at Frankfurt deal primarily 
with the German Confederation (1815-1866) and the Revolution of 1848. 

At Kornelimuenster are the personal files of the armed forces. Of the 
three departments, Department I deals with policy and organization of 
the archives; Department II with general archival matters and govern- 
mental records, and Department III with non-governmental records and 
phonographs, tapes, and movie films. 

The principal holdings of the Archives (and the general code letters 
identifying them) are as follows: records of the former Reich (R), Na- 
tionalsocialist (NS), and Zonal (Z) administrations; past and present 
armed forces collections (MA); ¢ollections of the Federal ministries, 
courts, offices, and other branches of the present Government (B); mate- 
rials from the eastern territories (Ostarchiv); collections of private 
papers (Nachl); a contemporary collection (zsg), and the film archives. 
In 1961 a guide was published (Das Bundesarchiv und seine Bestaende) ; 
since then additional material has been acquired from various Federal 
ministries, through restitution from the United States, and through do- 
nation and purchase of personal collections. 

Access is unrestricted (except for some personal collections) to 
material dated May 1945 or earlier. Inquiries should be sent to the 
President of the Federal Archives, Am Woellershof 12, Koblenz, Federal 
Republic of Germany. 











The Bavarian State Archives trace their origins to the archives of 
the Counts of Upper BRavaria-Munich in the middle of the 13th century. 
Following World War II, the various city and provincial archives were 
consolidated and centralized under one archival administration and put 
under the Ministry of Education and Cultural Affairs. 

Since January 1, 1960, the Bavarian State Archives in Munich have 
been divided into five departments (Abteilungen). The General State Ar- 
chives (Allgemeines Staatsarchiv) contain the files of the principal 
Bavarian State agencies with the exception of the Bavarian State Chan- 
cellery; the Secret State Archives (Geheimes Staatsarchiv) contain the 
files of the Bavarian State Chancellery--that is, the archives of the 
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former Bavarian Ministry for Foreign Affairs; the Secret Privy Archives 
(Geheimes Hausarchiv) contain the papers of the former royal family, the 
Wittelsbacher; the War Archives (Kriegsarchiv) contain the files of the 
former Bavarian Ministry of War; and the State Archives of Upper Bavaria 
(Staatsarchiv fuer Oberbayern) contain the files of the governmental 
agencies of Upper Bavaria (this is at the same time one of the eight re- 
gional State archives). 

The other seven regional State archives are those of Lower Bavaria, 
the Upper Palatinate, Upper Franconia, Central Franconia, Lower Fran- 
conia, Swabia, and Coburg. 

The colorful history of the country and of its royal family is re- 
flected in the rich archival holdings. Thus the collections on Spain, 
Portugal, the Scandinavian countries, the United Kingdom, Greece, and 
Bulgaria are extensive and of particular interest to scholars. This is 
also true of material concerning the Jesuits and their missionary activ- 
ities in North and South America, China, India, and the Philippines. 

The total holdings of the Bavarian State Archives come to about 
13-1/2 million items (charters, documents, files, volumes, maps, etc.), 
of which more than 55 percent is covered by registers and other finding 
aids. There were comparatively few losses as a result of World War II. 
An extensive microfilm security program was inaugurated by the archival 
administration in 1960. 

Access is unrestricted on materials up to January 1, 1919; certain 
restrictions apply for later items. Inquiries should be sent to the 
Generaldirektion der staatlichen Archive Bayerns, Arcisstrasse 12, 8 
Muenchen 2, Federal Republic of Germany. 


The Italian Archives. The principal Italian archives are located 
not only in Rome but in Turin, Genoa, Milan, Florence, Venice, Naples, 
and Palermo, which played important roles in the history of the country 
before its unification in the 19th century. Some collections are in 
the archives of Madrid, Paris, and Vienna as the result of the long pe- 
riods of occupation by Spain, France, and Austria. Because of the in- 
portant role of the Papacy in the history of the country up to 1870, a 
great number of documents are in the Vatican archives. When the Ital- 
ian army entered Rome on September 20, 1870, all the pontifical archives 
outside the Vatican palace were removed from the jurisdiction of the 
Holy See and put into the Italian State Archives. Generally, the Vati- 
can Archives contain documents pertaining to the Roman Catholic Church 
as a universal religious body, whereas the State archives have those 
collections which deal with the administration of the Papal States as 
they existed prior to 1870. 

The Central State Archives in Rome is the repository of all govern- 
mental documents (with the exception of those from the Ministry of War 
and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs) since the unification. The provin- 
cial archives preserve the collections of the provincial administrations. 
These and the Central State archives are under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of the Interior. In general, a 50-year rule applies regarding 
access, although exceptions can be made in individual cases. Inquiries 
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should be directed to the Direzione Generale, Archivio di Stato, Minstero 
dell'Interno, Roma. 


The Vatican Archives were established by Pope Paul V in 1612 through 
the consolidation of archival collections from the Bibliotheca Secreta, 
the Castel Sant’ Angelo, the Apostolic Camera, and other repositories 
in and around Rome. Since then a great many other collections have been 
added and have made the Vatican Archives one of the most important in 
the world today, although some related collections, like those of the 
Holy Office, the Propagation of the Faith, the Sacred Penitentiary, Cer- 
emonies, and the Congregation for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
are held in other archives. 

At present, the Vatican Archives are divided into the following 12 
departments: Inventories and Indices, Vatican Secret Archives, Avignon 
Archives, Archives of the Datary, Archives of the Apostolic Camera, Ar- 
chives of the Secretariat, Archives of the Secretariat of State, Diplo- 
matic Archives, Archives of the Consistorial Congregation and of the 
College of Cardinals, Congregational Archives, the Roman Rota, and var- 
ious additional collections. 

There are 681 volumes of inventories and indexes. The most impor- 
tant Guide is Sussidi per la Consultazione dell'Archivio Vaticano, 
(three vols.) prepared by the Vatican archivists. 

The archives were opened to scholars in 1881, and at present most 
of the collections up to 1878 are open for research. Inquiries should 
be sent to the Prefect, Archivio Segreto Vaticano, Vatican City.
